Effort Seeks Summer Jobs 
For Youth; Outlook Bleak 


By MICK! SELTZER 

Columbus youths may find 
themselves at loose ends this 
summer in spite of a con- 
certed effort to generate 5000 
summer youth jobs, which 
has so far lacked any signifi- 
cant response. 

The ..Columbus__ Youth 
Development Committee 
(CYDC), in cooperation with 
the Mayor's office and the 
Columbus Public Schools, 
has contacted 12,500 em- 
ployers. 

Jobs. resulting from the 
contacts number less than 75, 
reports Jarret Chavous Jr., 
coordinator. Of these, 50 are 
with the same firm. Less than 
$500 in funds has been 
raised, Chavous. noted. 

In contrast, he pointed out, 
there are more than 100 
young people for each job. 
“There are going to be 99 
losers," he said. 


“We knew we weren't 
going to set the world on 
fire,” Chavous quipped, “but 
we can't even strike a 
match.” He said there have 
been some positive results 
from related efforts by the 
cyoc, 

The. city of Columbus. has 
committed funds to continue 
the Neighborhood Youth 
Corps, for which federal 
funds had been cut off, and 
will provide 1200 jobs for 
youth, 

This commitment to spend 
$500,000 of local funds may 
not have occurred, according 
to the United Community 
Council, if it had not been for 
the attempt by CYDC to 
develop a comprehensive 
new youth employment 
program. 

“Sears has initiated a new 
Program offering 100 jobs for 
youth, in coopefation with 


CYDC and the National 
Alliance of Businessmen 
(NAB). 

Continuing its summer job 
program for the eighth con- 
secutive year will be the 
Defense Construction Supply 
Center. (DCSC), which will 
hire some 252 young people. 

Funding assistance has 
come from the Columbus 
Foundation, which con- 
tributed $10,000 to the CYDC. 

Chavous said this is the 
first time this kind of activity 
has been coordinated in 
Columbus. He said the com- 
mittee is trying to pull 
together the agencies that 
deal with youth services. 

In Cincinnati, where a 
similar program has been 
developed over a period of 
years, 28,000 jobs have been 
generated, he said.

Small Income 
Stores Opened 
By Green, Fair 


The Green Low Income 
Buying Center was dedicated 
at 9 a.m. Friday. May 18, in 
the South Side Settlement 
House, 363 Reeb Ave., Arthur 
G. Green, president and 
chairman of the board of the 
Columbus and Southern Ohio 
Electric Co., and Chrislie 
Fair, founder of a similar cen- 
ter_on the. near westside. 

The center serves people 
who are at or below the 
poverty index. It provides at 
cost a variety of items that 
cannot -be purchased with 
food stamps, such as house- 
hoid items toiletries, linens 
and school supplies. . 

In 1971, Fair opened the 
first low income buying cen- 
ter in Gladden Community 
House, It now sells $500 to 
$700 in merchandise each 
month. Fair sald his fondest 
hope is to open another 
buying center on the 
southside. 

Green understands the 
desire and contributed 
$1000.00 to open the center. 
For both Green and Fair, sup- 
porting the buying center is a 
means of helping the kind of 
neighborhoods they come 
from,

A physical examination is 
generally given within two or 
three weeks after the written 
examination. 

The Civil Service Com- 
mission notifies. by mail the 
correct time and date to ap- 
pear. The physical examira- 
tion is rigid to determine 
physical fitness. Vision 
requirements are at least 
20/30 in the sighting 
(shooting) eye, provided 
vision in the other eye is not 
greater than 20/50 without 
glasses or contact lens. Both 
eyes must have corrected 
vision of 20/20 with glasses 
or contact lens. 

If an applicant passes the 
physical examination,‘he then 
Presents himself to the 
Recruiting Section of the Col- 
umbus Division of Police to 
begin a background 
examination. This examina- 
tion includes ~a~ potygraph 
examination, employment, 
credit, moral, miltary an 
civilian arrest record, id 
overall character investiga- 
tion, 

At the completion of the in- 
vestigation, an applicant will 
appear before an Oral Board 
which will determine fitness 
for the position, If successful 
in the oye Involved, the 
name will be placed on an 
eligibility list for employment.

An article in 
The Columbus Dispatch, 
published May 1, announced 
his recent. appointment as 
president of the International 
Education section of the Ohio 
College Association, 

However, Smallwood said 
“You know how these things 
are; you can't question 
anybody, you can only 
théorize." He added, “We 
have information that there 
are people in the area who 
are against the United 
Nations and are therefore op- 
posed to the United Nations 
festival. And of course we all 
know there are people who 
are against black people. It’s 
hard to say which of these 
was more important in 
provoking the attack.” 

The reaction of the Upper 
Arlington community to the 
attack, said Smallwood, is 
one of support for him and 
his family. “The people who 
have spoken to us and who 
have written us have ex- 
pressed their outrage,” he 
said. “People have offered us 
homes we could live in, there 
have been offers of protec- 
tion, and expressions of hope 
that. we will not move.” 

Charles Glander, mayor of 
Upper Arlington issued a 
news release on May 15 
which said he and members 
of the Upper Arlington City 
Council were “personally 
outraged’ at the incident. He 
and City Council have offered 
a reward of $5,000 for in- 
formation leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the 
persons who were involved. 

In spite of this community 
support, Smallwood has 
decided to sell his home. The 
threat of further attacks, he 
sald,’ “is an intolerable 
nuisance, in addition to a 
threat to the health and well 
being of my family. | hope | 
can find a place of residence 
where these people will not 
attack me and my family. 

“My chief concer,” he ad- 
ded, “is that they may hurt 
one of us seriously, even 
though they don't intend to, 
The evidence shows they are 
just trying to scare us, but 
through carelessness or 
ignorance they may hurt one 
of us*fatally.” 


Smaljwood said he and his — 


tamily haven't decided on a 
specific community yet. “We 
hope. that.we're located con- 
veniently -near the places 
where we go frequently. and 
where we can ‘live without 
being threatened -- by 
anybody." He said-the com- 
munity could be either in- 
tegrated or predominantly 
black. 

Asked why he isn't getting 
“out of town” as the caller 
suggested, Smallwood said 
he interpreted the threat ‘to 
mean “get out .of Upper 
Arlington.” 

“This incident was caused 
when these people dis- 
covered we live in Upper 
Arlington, a predominantly. 
white community,” Smaii- 
wood explained. “My hope is, 
after we leave Upper 
Arlington, these people will 
go away." : 

Smaliwoed said he has 
received two more threa- 
tening calls since the ‘tn- 
cident. “The second call took 
place on Thursday at 1 a.m., 

10, he said. “The per- 

nN the other end simply 

said ‘yeah’ in a very un- 

pleasant voice. The third call 

was of an indefinite nature, 

and could just be interpreted 
as a nuisance call.” 


In spite of being attacked 
in part, because he lives in a 
predominantly white com- 
munity, Smallwood said, “1 
believe black people ought to 
have the right to live 
anywhere they please, if they 
can afford the home, 

“| believe further, that it is 
in the interest of black people 
to open up areas which will 
provide living space for them, 
because if they are forced to 
live in one or two sections in 
the city, real estate com- 
panies will exploit them, and 
force them to pay higher 
prices for decent homes than 
whites have to." 


“| belleve open housing 
should be a reality,” said 
Smallwood, “not just a 
statement on paper. It is a 
fact that white people who 
have been in control of the 
power in most’ communities 
have taken over the most 
desirable part of the cities 
and have forced blacks to 
live in less desirable parts of 
the cities. | consider this 
tyrannical, and believe that 
blacks should refuse to per- 
mit anyone to force them to 
live in any of the city.” 

As for the support he 
received from the Upper 
Arlington community, Small- 
wood said, “| have been im- 
pressed by the determination 
of the city administration, in- 
cluding the Mayor and City 
Council, in Upper Arlington, 
to.find the persons behind 
this attack on my home. | 
have also been pleased by 
their immediate response to 
my demands for protection as 
a law-abiding, tax paying 
citizen of the community. 

“My decision to leave 
results from my unwillingness 
to live in a situation requiring 
the placing of a police watch 
on my home, in which | must 
be concemed about the 
possibility of someone firing 
@ bullet through a window." 

Smaltwood, a native of New 
Orleans, observed, “| thought 
these things only happened 
in Mississippi or Alabama, 
not in Columbus, Ohio.”

Roseboro said that the 
legislation had been amen- 
ded to give the City Attorney 
the discretion to reserve 
signing the contracts if a 
conflict. of interest was_in- 
volved. 

With this point settled by 
the amendment, Council 
could have given the go- 


‘ ahead for the purchase of the 


site and Model Cities could 
have met the deadline. 

But the first part of the 
three-part community service 
center legislation was killed 
by a 5-2 vote. Therefore, 
Model Cities is desperate for 
time to keep ite eligibility for 
the HUD funds to build the 
center. 

Tom Dillard, executive 


director. of the. Model. Neigh- 
borhood Assembly (MNA), 
viewed the blocking of the 
center as just- another 
testimony to the “city’s vin- 
dictiveness and hatred for the 
minority community.” 

He said that the community 
service center board, the 
group that designed and 
planned the center for two 
years, will have .an 
emergency meeting to chart a 
new course to retrieve the 
center that’s now-in jeopardy. 

“This center does not cost 
the city 10 cents,” Dillard 
lamented. 

He said that the entire 
Model Neighborhood area 
and the city might have to 
suffer because of an adminis- 
trative error in putting the 
legislation together. 

Roseboro said if Model 
Cities fails to get an ex- 
tension of the June 5 
deadline, things look bleak 
for the building of the com- 
munity services center. 

Although Model Cities 
coordinator, Charles Seward, 
was not available for com- 
ment—atter— Tuesday's 
- developments, he suggested 
Monday night that his office 
had been misadvised of the 
legality of having Johnson 
take part in the land 
negotiations,

A TIPS (Turn in a Pusher) 
committee was formed in 
Columbus January 12. Mem- 
bers of the Kiwanis, Lions, 
Sertoma, National Sojouners, 
Mercator, Exchange, Civitan 
and Ambassador clubs have 
formed the committee and 
are engaged in the campaign. 
Participation is welcomed 
from any other group, 
Organization or individual. 

Many individuals who have 
knowledge of someone 
dealing” in dangerous drugs 
are not inclined to take’ ac- 
tion, and furthermore, do Tot 
know how to proceed. 
However, when motivated by 
a cash reward the person is 
inclined to give this in- 
formation to a law en- 
forcement officer. . 


When a suspect is arrested 
and convicted,-a-reward of 
not-less than $100. and up to 
$1,000 will be paid, and in 
some cases it could lead to a 
large wholesale dealer. 

The TIPS committee started 
in Tampa, Fla. in 1971 and 
has spread to three dozen 
communities in the United 
States and Canada.

If he chooses, he may write 
a letter giving the name and 
address of the suspect along 
with any other pertinent in- 
formation he has such as 
age, description, make, color 
and-license number ofthe car 
he drives, where he hangs 
out and his friends.

six digits or more, and letters 
of the alphabet may be used 
with the numbers.

The informant then tears 
off one corner'with the num- 
ber and retains this as his 
identification.

Consumer Protection Law 
Passes General Assembly 


By RHEBA W. OTEY 

From time to time this 
column_has brought the con- 
sumer information about new 
consumer’ protection laws 
passed by’ the Ohio General 
Assembly and as of April 4, 
we are happy to report, a new 
state consumer protection 
law was enacted which gives 
the Consumer néw protec- 
tions in the area of consumer 
credit. 

Spokesmen for the Ohio 
State Legal Services Asso- 
ciation report the new law ap- 
plies to consumer sales tran- 
sactions, while spec fically 
excluded’ from: the scope of 
the law are those trans- 


actions involving the sale or 
lease of motor vehicles and 
mobile homes.

“John. Gilchrist- said the most 


controversial provision of the 
new law is the section which 
modifies the legal doctrine 
known..as..the. holder in: due 
course. 

“When--goods--or-services 
are purchased on credit,” Gil- 
christ said, “the buyer often 
signs a promisory note which 
the merchant ‘sells’ to a fi- 
nancial institution. The fi- 
nancial institution becomes 
the holder and collector of 
the note.” 

“Legal complications arose 


underthe old holdér'in: due 
course law when a consumer 
refused to. make payments to 
the financial institution 
because the merchant. sold 
him faulty merchandise. But 
the financial institution could 
sue the buyer and the court 
would order the buyer to pay, 
not taking into account the 
reason for the buyer's refusal 
to pay," Gilchrist pointed out. 

According to the new law, 
Gilchrist said, this abuse is 
eliminated to some extent. 

“Under the new law, the 
consumer must be notified 
when the note he signs is 
‘sold’ to a financial in- 
stitution.

After 
his first. two seasons, he has 
already gained the following 
honors: Rookie of the Year 
(1965), Unanimous” All-Pro 
(1966); leading ground gainer 
in the Natioral Football 
League (1966). 

All he did was tie the 
league record for most touch- 
downs-in a single game (6), 
set an- NFL. mark for most 
touchdowns in a season (22), 
and still holds the record for 
total yards gained on offense 
in a season (2,440). 

In his day his opponents 
stated he was the greatest 
football player they had ever 
played against. . 

Gale reply to his boosters 
was: “! have no idea what | 
do. | hear people talk about 
dead leg, shake, change of 
pace and all that, but | do 
things without thinking about 
them.” 

We have had the pleasure 
of talking to Sayers when he 
was a guest of Jim Brown. He 
whs very quiet and disliked to 
talk about himself. We found 
him to be a mixture of intros- 
pection and, shyness, and the 


swoop into the line. If one 
hole is blocked, he quickly 
changes gears and slides 
over to another. 

Gale was unlike most open 
field runners. He could jiggle 
his feet with the fluid bounce 
of a go-go dancer. With a 
quick burst of energy, he was 
past the main stream of tratfic 
and reaching for distance. 

Newspaper writers in 
Chicago liked to write about 
Sayers in his rookie year. 

“The classic -execution- of 
his technique was demon-

with the San Francisco. Forty. 
Niners... The. turt.was soft, the 
air was chilly like a winter af- 
ternoon. It was, however, & 
good afternoon for television 
and a hot toddy if one was 
outside the blackout area of 
Chicago. 

The first time the Bears got 
the football, quarterback 
Rudy Bukich flipped @ short 
screen pass to Gale on his 
own 20 yard line. The Forty— 
Niners reacted quickly, but 
the star rookie squirmed 
through a small gap near the 
sidelines, wriggled once, 

twice, and then lengthened 
out his stride to sprint down 
the sidelines 80 yards for a 
touchdown.

Ford said 
OEO officials in Washington 
contacted him-several-mon- 
ths -ago- about taking over 
poverty programs after there 
were. reports of ‘‘‘mis- 
appropriations” of funds. 

“All we were doing was 
trying to keep the city from 
losing these funds which we 
badly need,” Ford said, ad- 
ding that the U.S. Attorney's 
office in Montgomery told 
him he was on “sound legal 
ground -in conferring with 
Holland on the status of the 
local program.”

GOP state chairman, Clark 
Reed, announced the action 
last week. Reed, who is 4 
close friend of OEO acting 
director Howard Phillips, has 
constantly attacked the 
program during its two year 
existence. Reed was notified, 
directly by Phillips that the 
governor's veto of the 
program had been sustained 
by OEO. 

Although the veto formally 
applies to the parent agency 
of the program, the Com- 
munity Service Association of 
Jackson, sources say that the, 
sentiment of the state 
politicians is to continue with

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Mrs. Noble Gets Doctorate 
After Years Of Hard Work: 


Among the 296° persons 
feceiving doctorates at 
Syracuse University’s May 
commencement was ‘Mrs. 
Bessie Cooper Noble. Mrs. 
Noble's doctorate in educa- 
tion is significant because 
she represents the many who 
are getting degrees after 
years. of hard work, 

Mrs. Noble's * quest for 
higher education began 
during the depression, when 
she graduatéd from high 
school in 1938. A scholarship 
helped her get started on the 
three degrees she was to” 
eam from the Univergity of 
Cincinnati by  1947--a 
bachelor of education, a 
bachelor of science in educa- 
tion and a _ master's —in™ 
education. She said her pur- 
suit of education throughout 
grade school, high school 
and college often 
necessitated her walking up 
to five miles a day to and 
from classes. 

She.speaks with great fon- 
dness for, and gratitude to, 
an aunt who raised her and 
her two brothers when their 
mother_died, “My aunt was 
the kind of person who for- 
tified me for the day with a 
good, hot breakfast. | tell 
people that that, and the 
walking, made me a sturdier 
person. It certainly gave mea 
good body and strong tegs.”. 

She said it was a bad time 
to get a teaching job-in Cin- 
cinnati after her graduation 
from the university. There 
were only three black’schools 
where black teachers could 
work, and she had to wait two 
years” betore there was” an 
opening. She was a home 
visitor during that time with 


the Cincinnati Public 
Schools. “This was good,” 
she said. “It taught me how 
to meet parents and how to 
really go into the home and 
have empathy for the child 
who had to come from a 
tenement dwelling to a 
school that expected him to 
be clean-and to conform to. its. 
standards.” 

The work provided her with 
the 14 case studies used in 
her master’s degree from the 
University of Cincinnati, Her 
master's thesis, which she ex- 
panded for her doctoral 
dissertation, dealt with the 
way minority people per- 
ceived their treatment. “Only 
another minority “pérson 
could get this information 
because only another 
minority person can relate to 
the people,” she said, “I have 
people on tape who would 
never reveal to anyone else 
the things they revealed to 
me.” She plans to publish the 
30 case studies used in her 
dissertation: 

Mrs. Noble began work on 
her doctorate when she came 
to SU in 1964 on-a year's sab- 
batical from the Cincinnati 
schools. She retumed to Cin- 
cinnati in 1965 to teach and 
to fulfill the sabbatical's 
responsibilities. She came 
back to Syracuse’a year tater 
and became educational 
director for the Crusade for 
Opportunity, a local group in 
the war.against poverty. She 
said: “That experience was 
wonderful because | had to 
work with people at the grass 
roots level and was ‘involved 
“with all facets of their lives. It 
gave me a really good per- 
spective on how the program

Grand Dame Of 
Two Continents

HAD YOU BEEN living in the city of New York during the 
early 1920's the expression, Tin Pan Alley, would have been 
familiar to you: Instantly, you would have recognized it, not 
as a habitat of the destitute but as a concentration of some of 
ihe greatest song writers, tunesmiths, tyricists, musicians 
and piano artisans the world has every known! 

Located within the imposing structure of the Gaiety 
Theater Building on Broadway (known as Tin Ran Alley) were 
the offices of such illustrious names of the sepia music world 
as James P. Johnson, Fats Waller, Clarence Williams, (now 
the great grandfather of Clarence Williams, til, of Mod 
Squad) Eubie Blake, Clarence Muse, and many other scin- 
tillating personalities of the field of entertainment. 

ONE OUTSTANDING name of that era was Perry Bradford, 
one of the greatest of the great on the blues and jazz scene - 
a man whose piano stylings and syncopated rythmic 
phraseology was the envy of his day. 

John Henry Perry Bradford was born in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, in 1895. His family moved to Atlanta, Georgia, when 
Perry six years old. 

Perry attended Atlanta University for three years, and 
during his-spare.time he studied piano and mastered the 
keyboard. In due time, he headed for New York seeking fame 
and fortune. He-achieved both! ~ 

IN THE MUSIC world, Perry became quite controversial. 
His _name was on everyone's tongue when it came to biues 
and jazz. He was uniquely creative and improvisional; and to 
the disrelish and nausea of his contemporaries, he never 
ceased to “shake his own hand.” (His favorite pronouns were 
said to be: Me.and |). - 

Party Bradford was*s prolific wntiRBbne 253 Ly 
and in a comparatively short length of time he cataloged 
1,400 songs! One of his tunes, “Crazy Blues,” sold 3,000,000 
copies! 

As stated in a previous article, Pérry Bradford’s band ac- 

companied Mamie Smith on her first commercial recording 
date .in 1920, and it not unfair to say that Perry “made” 
Mamie. Smith. 
» AFTER THE BIG celebration, inevitably following the first 
big break in her singing career, Mamie and Perry traveled @x- 
tensively on profitable concert dates. Where Perry led Mamie 
would follow, then it happened! ‘ 

It seems that Perry had lined up four concert dates which 
would have taken them South; and when Perry Called 
Mamie to make ready for the trip, Mamie gave this verbatim 


reply: ; 

“Brad, | ain't going to play those four dates you've booked 

because they're all in the South, and | ain't going down 

{SORE 5 Sgimade up my min Pe Ht | poesia 
than South Ferry." (South Ferry, incidentally, is on the tip end

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Much Ado About Nothing 


Investment counsellors have long 
advocated that the purchase of 
land is one of the safest possible 
investments. It makes little dif- 
ference where the land is located, 
urban or rural, its value is bound to 
increase almost in direct proportion 
to the expanding population. Risks 
are negligible, barring ocean, lake 
or riverfront acerage that is likely to 
Slidé into Oblivion through*tlood or 
erosion. 

Thus is it hard to understand the 
motivation for a series of front page 
stories carried by an afternoon 
daily that tend to cast an aura of 
suspicion on the purchase of minor 
acreage in Asthabula~County by 
some well-known, widely respected 
and reasonably affluent Black 
Clevelanders, including former 
mayor Carl Stokes, Councilman 
Charles V. Carr, Attorney and for- 
mer Councilman John W. Kellogg, 
and lawyers John H. Bustamante 
and Granville Bradley. 

Obviously the purchasers of this- 
acreage have good reason to be 
pleased with their investments; 
some made with housing and 
recreation in mind, others as ‘com- 
mon-sense speculation. Much ado 
was made-over the ‘revelation’ that 
the.acreage _now..owned—by At- 
tomey Bustamante more than 10 
years ago in partnership with the 
late and respected J. Wal- 
ter Wills, Jr, wound up in the 
path of the Lake Erie-Ohio freeway, 
Rt..11, and brought the investors a 
meagre $400 bonanza from a small 
slice of right-of-way from Mills 
Creek, : 

There is inuendo, though no doc- 
umentation, that the purchasers 


just might have had foreknowledge 
of the Freeway plans. 

However, the series seems in- 
tended to construct some sort of 
off-beat connection between Coun- 
cilman Carr and Donald King, a 
widely-discussed figure frequently 
associated with the numbers 
racket, and most recently with an 
interest in professional boxing. 

Terming the” impressive” white 
farmhouse, with picnic pavillion 
and attractive outbuildings as “a 
showplace bought for a song”, the 
series leaves a strong impression 
of idegal dealings in the transfer of 
the property, originally owned by 
Councilman Carr to a client still 
unidentified, but speculated by thes 
writers to be Donald King. 

There is a strong undertone in 
the series that there is either some- 
thing spectacular or suspicious 
about Blacks who have the com- 
mon sense and financial ability to 
purchase land anywhere. else than 
in the Black ghetto, especially so 
because some of the purchases 
were made in cash. 

Certainly this so-called “expose” 
does a disservice to men such as 
the Bustamantes, the Kelloggs, the 
Stokeses and Bradleys of the Black 
community, who not —only have 
profided sane. and conservative 
leadership to their communities but * 
have also given more than lip ser- 
vice to the progress of Greater 
Cleveland. 

Shall we presume that investment 
in land is something that should be 
off limits to blacks, or does. the 
series intend to serve a warning to 
the people in Asthabula county that 
“they're coming your way"? 


Academy Clears Medic 


The decision will not add to the 
Popularity of the Academy. of 
Medicine in Cleveland's inner city, 
but it is difficult to see how the 
Academy could have taken any 
other course than that of absolving 
Dr. Gorden E. Gustafson, a white 
physician, of unethical conduct for 
his. refusal to treat a black patient 
after answering an — emergency 
house call after which the patient 
died. 


The refusal was made, reportedly, 
because the doctor was offered a 
$29 welfare check instead of the 
$30 cash fee he had made a con- 


__dition_ot his_night-house-calt—but 


the Academy found that “a feeling 
of fear" more than disagreement 
over fees, was the major motivation 


for the doctor's refusal to see the 
patient. 

Thus, it would appear that the 
high incident of crime in the inner- 
city is the major culprit in the death 
of the patient involved, and more 
importantly for the lack of doctors, 
black or white, who are willing to 
respond to emergency calls in high 
crime areas at night. : 

The record is sprinkled with 
cases of doctors, not- necessarily 
working through the Academy, who - 
have fallen victim to thugs while 
making house calls in the inner- 
city, a factor that in part, may have

Blacks Killing Blacks Must End 


Homicides so far this year, according 
to Columbus polica department 
records, have reached é total of 28. The 
figure represents app ‘oximately the 
Same number of murders committed 
about the same time last year. 


Infact, homicides are being per- 
petrated at such a rapid clip that they 
are becoming almost corimonplace. 
Each week it becomes the distasteful 
task of this newspaper to report one or 
more instances of violent activity bet- 
ween persons which have .resulted in 
death, 


It is difficult to understand how so 
many people are becoming so 
deranged, or lacking in reasoning 
power, that the only way they think they 
can resolve their differences is to at- 
tempt to do each other to death. 

And the sad thing about this whole 
Sad situation is the fact, records show, 
that of the total of 28 murders, 16 were 
committed by blacks shooting or 
knifing each other. Thirteen were per- 
petrated by males and five by females. 
in 22 of these-violent brawls hand guns, 
shotguns and rifles were the in- 
struments of death. 

The regularity of this kind of violent 
activity, usually resulting in fatalities, 
makes no sense at all. it is common 
knowledge that blacks are extremely 
frustrated as a result of the manner in 


Illusion of 

No doubt about it, some very 
commendable progress has been 
made in the past several years in 
the election of black public of- 
ficials, an encouraging trend that 
was publicly recognized last week 
by Congressman Louis: Stokes (D. 
Cleveland). Cong. Stokes pointed 
out that from March 1977 to March 
1972, the number of blacks elected 
to such offices increased trom 1860 
to 2264. 
* But the figures are illusionary, 
since they do not reflect how far 
behind in. representation Negro: 
Americans are. According to the 
congressman, ‘black voter 
Population, there should be 49 
congressmen instead of the 15 
blacks now serving In the-House-ot- 
Representatives, and blacks should 
now be represented by-at least 10 
senators instead of only one.

The big-university admissions officer, 
lamented the fact that the most some 
high school seniors can bring to 
college is their imitation of SuperFly 
clothes and manners. 

Many parents, after stinting, 
sacrificing, plus many heartaches, are 
finding that most of their efforts to 
educate their children have been in 
vain because, despite a diploma, many 
Black college graduates -are- headed 
Straight for the unemployment rolls. 

Recently, a national magazine carried 
@ story*on public schools. From this 
Story, | read this: “The 200 children, 98 
per cent of them Black, begin each day 
by reciting the school's principles in 
Swahili, “including umoja (unity) nia 
(purpose), Kuumba (creativity) and 
imani (faith). To further emphasize the 
sense of Blackness, the children in the 
upper school are divided not into 
grades but into four African “tribes” 
Manikya, Kurumba, Fulani and 
Bomitaba. Still, Biack-pride.is not 
enough says director Jones, who 
makes certain that reading, writing and 
arithmetic are not overlooked." : 

These children are enrolled in 
Boston's Highland Park Free School. 

Now hére is where the problem 
begins. These children, most of them 
from low income homes, starting out on 
their education, reciting the school's 
Principles in Swahili when they can’t 
speak good English. There are many 
colleges giving language courses in 
Swahili to students who have not 
mastered reading and PrOnouncing the 
English language. 


Swahili sounds romantic, but, who is 
going to give a college graduate who is 
Proficient in Swahili a job. Even in 
‘Africa, an expert in Swahili would have 
difficulty being understood, let alone 
getting employed.

Our schools and campuses are 
colored with students decked out in 
clothes and hairdos no African would 
ever. recognize, in the belief that they 
are reflecting their heritage, finding 
themselves, doing their thing. 

Ata time when any man with # 
knowledge of building trade skilis is 
-sarning $10 to $15 an hour, the Black 
schools in the South have ail but 
eliminated any teaching of these trades 
as part of their curriculum. The Negro 
boys and girls Booker T. Washington 
predicted would need these gkills, are 
today among .the jobless fighting to 
enroll as apprentices-in the very few 
openings the tightly organized labor 
unions will authorize. 

In the light of present and past ex- 
Periences, it's about time that we as 
Negroes, begin to think practically and 
not emotionally. Negro art, culture and 
history are important and necessary, 
but, in today's labor market, we need 
and must have more saleable skills. 

The Negro plumber with a college 
degree, can become a plumbing con- 
tractor. This then is the perfect 
marriage of the educational-theories of 
both Booker T. Washington and W.E.8. 
DuBois. 

The successful Negro businessman 
is the potential patron of the Negro arts 
and, the protector of its culture. But, the 
first goal is to be financially successful. 

Or, Clifton R. Wharton, Jr., Black

The Watergate scandal. is one that. 
Jas rocked the very foundations of our 
ociety. It as paralyzed the govérn- 


nent,—damaged—retations with’ olher 


ountries, and called into question the 
ery credibiltty of our political in- 
titutions 

But | fear that the concentration on 
vho did what to whom and why anay 
bscure some of the deeper meanings 
yf this affair. 

For example, Watergate can be seen 
iS a symbol! of a view of our society and 
he political process that is founded on 
suspicion and mistrust. In the 
Natergate affair, men in high places 
apparently. believed that the™ends” 
ustified the means, even when those 
neans were illegal. It stands for ‘the 
ery opposite of the open society we 
yave been taught is the goal. of a 
democracy, 

lf Watergate is symptomatic of such a 
Jistrustful view of sotiety, then its 
ittimate importance might be in 
axamining some other recent events 
hat share that discredited view. 

The systematic dismantling of social 
programs, the disengagement of the 
yovernment from the war on poverty, 
ihe stress on what has been called “law 
and order,’ and other examples of in- 
difference and even antagonism to the 
needs of poor people and minorities 
share with Watergate a mistrust of the 
masses of people and of their 
democratic institutions. 

Coupling Watergate and the budget 
cuts May seem strange to some, but 
they are both indicative of a concern 
for ends without consideration of the 
means. They are both -- in the flagrant 
abuse of power as well as in heart- 
lessness towards the poor - sub- 
versive of a free and open society. 

Such a tree society must be one in 
which contending political ideas may 
freely circulate without harassment, 
and one in which individuals, families 
and minority groups are not penalized 
by poverty and discrimination. 

While Watergate was dominating the

some twelve million Americans are still 
mainourished and indicated that their 
fUMbers may*Increase because of the 
rise in food prices. To me, this is as 
much of a scandal as Watergate. And 
neglecting those hungry twelve million 
is part of the mind-set that can tolerate 
bugging, stealing files, and other ac- 
tions that undermine democracy. 


Everyone seems to agree that the 
Watergate disclosures have severely 
damaged the country, but too few 
people also realize that the country is 
damaged if it rolls back the social 
reforms of the 1960s. Scandals and in- 
vestigations make good headlines; 
hunger and want do not. 

Long after the Watergate mess fades 
into the history books, it will be seen 
that the failure of our time was not in its 
lapses of political morality, but in its 
failure to do something about the per- 
vasive social and racial conflicts that 
divide this society, 


It should be remembered that 
Watergate is a “white folks’ mess,"’ not 
because black people are innately bet- 
teror are incapable of abusing power, 


_ but because no blacks were part of the 


federal and party hierarchy. Thus, even 
in this, blacks are notable by their ex- 
clusion. To abuse responsibilities, one 
must first be ina responsible position. 
| hope the lessons of Watergate will 
be learned — and quickly. Already there 
seems to be a new awareness of the im- 
portance of a {ree press, of the basic 
strength of the democratic institutions 
that exposed the scandal, and of the 
need for a more open government. 

It is my hope that this will be reflec- 
ted further in a new, more enlightened 
attitude toward black Americans by the 
Administration, and by a revised view of 
the basic social programs it planned to 
end. 

Watergate is being fully exposed. 
Now it’s time to tum the spotlight on 
the unmet needs and unfulfilled dreams 
of America’s poor and its minorities.

This happened three 
times, Each time she went to file 
charges .against him, the Detective 
Bureau gave her a white piece of*paper 
summoning hér and her husband in 
court to see a prosecutor. 

Every time she went to see the 
prosecutor, he referred them to a 
marriage counselor, and told her she 
didn't have any grounds to file charges. 

To tell you how efficient the judges 
are, they didn’t even inform the 
policemen. Every time the woman 
called the police, they came out and 
told her she could file.a warrant or 
charges. When the policemen called 
the bureau, they informed them. she 
couldn't file charges and it was the 


«judge's new rules. 


After the woman's third beating, and 
Still managing to stay alive to take care 
of her small child, the bureau let her file 
charges, which contradicted their rules, 
But, get this.

Social Security 


and You 


Q. | am a disabled Vietnam veteran 
and get 60 percent disability benefits 
from the Veterans Administratidn. Am | 
also entitled to monthly social security 
checks because of my disability? — 

A. We can’t give you a definite an- 
swer, without knowing more about 
your case because the social security 
program is different than the VA's. 
Social Security pays benefits to in- 
sured workers who are so severely 
disabled they can't do substantial 
work for a year or more. You should 
apply for disability insurance benefits 
at any social security office to get a 
decision on your case. 


Q. My son gets monthly social 
security student benefits. If he transfers 
to-another college or changes to a part- 
time schedule, must he report it to 
social security?

_Q,\'m a college student getting mon- 
thly social security checks, I'll be 22 in 
September and will still have another 
year of school. When will my social 
security payments stop? 

A. Under a recent change in the 
social security law, social security can 
now continue paying benefits to an un- 
dergraduate student until the end of 
the semester or quarter in which he 
becomes 22. You should get in touch 
with any social security office 2 to 3 
months before you're 22 so that there'll 
be no interruption in your checks 
during the fall semester.

Canners and distributor's 
stocks of domestic sardines 
are running well above last 
year, as_are_imports.Prices 
have remained quite reason- 
able in early 1973 relative to 
last year, and should remain 
so during April and- May. 
Look for the domestic pro- 
duct primarily in east .and 
central markets, and the 
imported product nationwide. 


Fish sticks and portions are 
in the same good supply as 
last year.
